At in 
(I'cli.i k till' tire was so far umli r control 
that the hcarch lor the victnns of the 
exploaion was begun. Three bodies 
were xoou brought out, blacliened and 
mangled. They were apparently the 
reuKiins of unfortunate members of the 
Bt earner's crew, caught aboard at the 
time of the cxphi-Mii. 

When the e.xpliision o<cnrred there 
were between ten and fifteen men in the 
fiui-tail uf the boat, while ttcorea of 
others were forward. There were also 
several litevedorep on the dock and in 
the ware houMes. 

Bridge leinlcr (iaynor at the Kan- 
dolph street bridge, less than a hiwidred 
feet away, saw a man whirling upwanl 
into (he air in the midst of a trumeudous 
uiasa of bla^iig wreckage. The poor 
fellow fell into the river, but was 
rescued unconscious and cared for. 

The cxploMion did much damage to 
Btirrounding buildings, and windows 
were broken nearly half a mile away. 

Up to luidnigiit seven dead and 
wounded men had l)een taken from the 
boat and it was then believed that not 
more than eight others were in the 
hold. Tliese nu-n are doubt Its dead, as 
ten fire eiif;ines have po.ired t )US of 
water into the bij; li<.le just alu.ve tlie 
spot where they wele at work at the 
time of tile expliisiuii. 

It will be at least another day before

Into A Bay. 

A NUMBER OF THEM DROWNED. 



Heroic Work oi Kaaaaar* Save a Lanm 
Niiitihi-r uf Men, Women anil riilldren. 
8unie ol the U»dlea Kecovrred anil 
SearchInK Puitiea l.iMiking for the MIkh 
Ing — Namaii of the VIrtlma. 
Halifax, N. 8.. .Tuly 12.-By the fall 
of a ferry -tage last night a latge niiin- 
b'-r of ]).(iple were thrown into the 
w.iter. and several were d-owie'd. The

The crowd made lip oi nii- i. women 
and children, were w .iitini; for the new 
ferry steamer Annex, which w.is just 
arrivinn from New York. As the boat 
apiiioachcd near the landing; some in-r 
sons jumi>ed abo.ird. Tln' liistnriiain e 
thus i-aused to the overcrowiled laiidin;; 
stage >' rm< to havei aiisi-d thr .ici ideiit. 
at least i; was just at tlii- inoiiieiit tii;it 
the (lump occurred and t hi- liiindi oils of 
jieople oil tile stage lie;f,in to -lide down 
into tlie water, those iie:ire~t t he end 
being buried beneath tiiosc further 
back until there was a solid mass of 
shrieking, struggling huniaiiily. packed 
as clo.sely in the wat^-r as they had been 
on the deck. For some minutes there 
was a confused crowd of men, women 
and ciiildivn, struggling iu the water. 
A do/eii young men leajied to the rescue 
and the drowning jieople were ])ahsed 
up to iiu'ii standing on the wharves. 
The work of rescue was so rapidly per- 
formed that a great majorit v of those 
wiio fell in were »aved from death. The 
rescuers worked until exhausted, help- 
ing the i)eojile to land until there were 
no more insight, and those who could not 
be saved had sunk out of sight. 

When the crowd stepped off the land- 
ing stage hundreds of p«?ople along the 
wharf threw ooards and sticks to the 
unfortunate people in Jlte water, ana a 
number of life preservers wert; thrown 
to them from the steamer. A great 
many of them were injured by the fly- 
ing boards and all the bodies recovered 
have cuts and bruises. Most of those 
who fell in were women and children, 
and ti)^ scenes immediately following 
the disaster were frightful. .Several 
men and their wives were thrown in. 
and tlie men made a heroic struggle to 
save the lives of the women and. as far 
as known, with great success. Harry 
Silver was thrown in with his wife and 
managed to get her out safely. A man 
named Brotlie saw his wife struggling 
fn the dock. juinjKMl in, and succeeded 
in saving her life. A woman named 
Logan, with a young child, was thrown 
into the water and made a hard strug- 
gle to keep the child alx'Ve water until 
rescued.. She was successful aiidiiiev 
were brought ashore alive, hdward 
Foster, an elderly man and his daugh- 
ter fell it. together. The man was res- 
cued alive, bat the daughter was 
drowned. 

When all bodies in sight had been 
brought to land, the work of grappling 
for the drowned ones was commenced. 
Within two hours after the accident 
four Ixidiies had lieen recovered, but up 
to midnight no other victims had been 
found. It is believed that ;it least 
thirty or forty others were lost, luit the 
exact number cannot yet be learned. 

The news of the disaster caused great 
excitement and anxiety in Dartmoutii 
and Halifax, and thousands of peo]ile 
turned to the scene and remained there 
watching or working until a late hour. 
Divers are at) work, and owing to their 
failure to And more bodies it is hoped 
that the loss of life is not so large as the 
reports circulated durins the Brst mo- 
ments of terror indioatM.

says: In spite of usual uiidbummer 
dullu' ss atrgiavated this year by excep- 
tionally hot weather, the volume of 
business continues larger for the season 
tliau ui any previous year, and in all 
quartets high hoi)es are stimulated by 
excellent crop reports. The passage ot 
a silver bill by the senate helps to give 
encouragement, through delay of action 
on the tariif tjuestion deprwaes soma 
imiHirtant industries. 

Large exiMirts of gold have begun, 
however, owing to suspension of sped* 
liaynii'tit-- i;i .•outli America, and urgent 
demands in that quarter for commer- 
cial necessities. The Bank of t.iigiand 
lost ^i-i,l«h.O(K.i gold last week, the Bank 
of Gernianv fJ.ISKi.DiKi, and the Bank of 
France $l.-.'r>.<i(iii. HI all .•i!">.s;'.".,(liMi. in a

The mole important branches of man- 
ufactnre show hesitaliou. Wool receipts 
are large at Boston, but many mills 
being idle manuf.u turers do not buy 
freelv. and sales are •,MliS,OlKI pounds. 
At Philadelphia dullness reigns and 
western markets are weaker, though 
still too high for views of most manu- 
facturers. No chance is seen for im- 
provement in prices of goods, aud the 
heavy impoi-ts are expected to keep 
prices down for the rest of the year. In 
the iron business the bnoyanoy antici- 
pated at Philadelphia does not appear; 
there and here pressure to realiiee keeps 
the market with northern No. 1 foundry 
at $17.50 aud southern $17, and mill iroa 
especially weak. Rails for fall delivery 
are quoted at |81, and while mills hav* 
orders for some time to come, the pres- 
ent demand for toished products is not 
large. Pittsburg notes uo loss in price, 
but slower movement. 

The traffic of railtnads is still very 
large, for the last week of June ab6at 8 
per cent, aud for the month about 11 
per cent, above last year's, while the 
few reports for July show still larger 
gains. Definite agreement to restore 
rates wonhl give more hoiie but tor the 
reduction hi rates threatened by the 
interstate commission, which the rail- 
road officials declare will take more 
money from the companies than has 
been awarded on any money Indgment 
since the world began.
